Champaign, His., Feb. 24.—Professor 
Thomas J. B um ll of th* University of 
Linen.-, vt iv* was an original discoverer 
of the bacillus of grip, has just passed 
tar mgh a siege of that disease, aud dur­ 
ing the enforced leisure of the attack he 
employed his time in making further in- 
v< stigarioas ou the subject. 
He di?*<*< tr­ 
aced the grip organism in his sputum 
every day of his illness, aud has under­ 
taken its artificial culture iu the labora­ 
tory. 
Fmm everything which he has 
been able thus fur to determine regard­ 
ing the bacillus, the following conclu­ 
sion.'* have bevil reached: 
I. The discase is a distinctive one, pro­ 
duced from a specific parasitic organism. 
A 1‘his jKirtieuiar organism is a very 
small bacillus, rather less than 1-50, 
booths of an inch in diameter, and usu­ 
ally two or three times as long as it is 
wide. 
It is constantly found in tho 
purulent matter coughed up from the 
throur and lungs, aud that discharged 
from the nose of affected persons. 
It 
can usually lh* recognized by the pecu­ 
liar reaction of stains, as well as by 
other peculiarities.

The bacillus does not de­ 
velop outside tho body, and cannot be a 
common contamination of outside air. 
lr soon perishes upon drying. 
The dis­ 
ease is impossible without tho specific 
organism. 
Much can be done by way of 
preventive, but little progress has been 
made in regard to a remedy. 
The bacil­ 
lus is the one described by Pfeiffer in 
1892.

THE OREGON, 


P hiladelphia and O ther W arships at 
H onolulu—Tim-#* S a le For Manila. 
San Francisco, Fob. 24.—Tho steamer 
City of Peking arrived yesterday from 
the Orient via Honolulu, and brings the 
following advices from Honolulu under 
date of Feb. 15: 
Warships and trans­ 
ports of the United States have been 
wed represented at teleport during the 
past IO days. 
At this time both the 
Oregon aud Philadelphia are here, be­ 
sides the tenders Iris aud Scindia. 
The 
transports Morgan City, Ohio and Sena­ 
tor all arrived safely, and after taking 
on coal and supplies tho three vessels 
left again for the long voyage to Ma­ 
nila. 
The battleship Oregon arrived on 
the sixth from Callao with all well on 
board. 
On the way over she stopped 
two days at Calapagos island for coal. 
The big vessel is anchored in the road­ 
stead here aud will not come inside of 
the harbor. 


How' He Wa* C om pelled to C ancel 
Hi* T reaty With F rance. 
Bombay, Feb. 24.—Details regarding 
the action of the British authorities at 
Muscat, the capital of the sultanate of 
Oman, hare just become public. 
The 
news of the base by the sultan of Oman 
of a coaling station to France leaked out 
while the British political agent at 
Muscat, Major Eagan, was absent. 
He 
promptly returned to hi* poet, but the 
sultan refused to furnish him with any 
information. 
The commander of tho 
gunboat Sphinx thereupon dispatched a 
lieutenant and armed party to Bandar 
Jiosih. 
But the sultan, hoping to re­ 
ceive aid from the French, continued to 
recalcitrant. 
Th*- arrival of the Eclipse, with Rear 
Admiral Drummond on board, threw 
the sultan’s subjects into a panic, though 
the sultan himself still remained obdu­ 
rate. 
Admiral Drummond sent word 
ashore that unless the sultan attended a 
durbar on board the B lipso at a given 
hour he would b< * tabard the forts in 20 
minutes thereafter. 
Notice of the admiral’s intention wa* 
sent to the foreign consol* and the town 
was speodffy in confusion. 
The Eclipse 
took a broadside to the town, while the 
other British ships cleared for action. 
The sultan thereupon posted a notifica­ 
tion at the customhouse and on the 
gates of the town that the agreement 
with the French was cancelled. 
He 
then * at his brother on board the 
Eclipse, but the British admiral refused 
to receive him as a substitute. 
Jn>t before 2 o ’clock the sultan of 
Oman, almost unattended, arrived on 
board the flagship and remanined there 
for two hours, while the whole popula­ 
tion lined th" beach and 
anxiously 
awaited the outcome. 
The sultan, it appears, completely ac­ 
quiesced to the British demand* and 
handed over to Admiral Drummond the 
treaty with France, 
On the following 
day the admiral went to the palace, 
where a great durbar wa* held, and the 
sultan 
publicly repudiated his agree­ 
ment with France.

Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—Tho Winfield 
fin ti trust bill passed the senate yester­ 
day afternoon. 
It provide* that it shall 
constitute a canso of action by the stat© 
for any company to enter into any com­ 
bination to destroy competition. 
Tho senate bill to appropriate $100,000 
to complete tho Soldiers* and Sailors* 
monument in this city was ordered on- ‘ 
grossed by the house. 
Mr. Eichhorn moved to amend so that 
none of the appropriation should be 
available until tho figures “ 1846-1848” 
hail been replaced on the monument. 
This provision meant to include the In­ 
diana soldiers in the Mexican war in the 
list of those in whose honor the monu­ 
ment was e r e c ts, a thing which has al­ 
ways been opposed by the O. A. R. The 
amendment failed. 
A motion to cut the 1 , 
appropriation to $.10,000 failed, and the 
bill was then engrossed. 
The bill to appropriate $100,000 for 
tho reorganization of the Indiana N a­ 
tional Guard passed tho senate. 
The organization will be upon the 
same lines as the regular army, aud will 
consist of four regiments of infantry 
aud three light batteries. 
The bill to erect a hospital at Colum­ 
bus for the incurable insane was amend­ 
ed in the house so that tho hospital will 
be one for epileptics. 
The senate passed a resolution for the ! 
transfer of any land owned by the state 
to the federal government if a perma­ 
nent military post is established in In- j 
diana. 
The senate passed the bill compelling 
railr. >ad companies to employ at least 
one brakeman on each passenger train 
and two o n each freight train. 
The bill exempting property from 
taxation up to the amount of any mort­ 
gage against if not exceeding $700 was 
passed by the senate. 
Both branches passed, under sospen- 
sion of the rules, the bill prohibiting tho 
officers of insurance companies from 1 
borrowing the funds of their company. 
The hon*.* passed the bill providing 
that the minimum amount to be paid for 
unskilled labor on public wor ks shall Im 
15 cents per hoar, and killed the bill to 
increase the salaries of presenting attor­ 
ney s to $1,000 per year and fees. 
The house refused to withdraw its 
amendment to the Mitiat© bill which
